M iles Gave Som e Interesting Figures 


as to Profits in Beef. 
Chicago, Jan. 5.— W illiam D. Miles, 
who was believed to be one of the 
strongest 
witnesses for the govern­ 
ment. in the trial of the packers in the 
federal court here, failed utterly to 
materialize in such form, proved an 
evasive witness, and Judge Carpenter 
once had to tell him to answer ques­ 
tions directly, yes or no. 
One state­ 
ment that he made was startling. 
He 
quoted figures of the profits for the 
year preceding Oct. 28, 1899, of the 
Armour Packing company of Kansas 
City. 
Of this company he wTas then 
manager. 
According to these there 
was only 3 cents’ profit on the whole 
carcass or the meat of a steer. 
The 
profit from the glue made from the 
hoofs is IK cents or six times as much 
as that made on the whole beef. Forty- 
two cents is derived from oleo and its 
by-products, and 37 cents made on 
hides, which means the profit made 
on a head of cattle wras approximately 
$1. 
These figures were mystifying 
to the government attorneys.
